Inductions for the first six 
months of this year thus will 
average 14,600 - less than half 
the average monthly inductions 
for the first half of 1966. 
The June quota

with the 1966 high of 49,200 in 
October and last year’s low of 
12,100 in December. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara has said

Early this year the Pentagon 
chief said he expected draft 
calls the first six months of this

The tie-up came amid sporad­ 
ic drivers* strikes, which began 
several days ago as negotiations 
headed toward an impasse.

There usually is one or more 
communica­ 
tion media not disabled or put out of busi­ 
ness 
by a strike but at the height of the open 
season it might take diligent 
searching in 
labor - ridden, graft - ridden New York City. 
The New York Daily News has endured 15 work 
stoppages 
for 
chapel meetings of the Inter­ 
national Typographical Union during negotiations 
now underway. It has been publishing a skinny 
newspaper because with all the talking and loaf­ 
ing in the chapel meetings the printers haven’t 
worked enough to put out a regular size paper. 
The Nev/s has been 
singled out for punish­ 
ment because it has been tougher for the unions 
to bargain with than the liberal, pro union New 
York times. 
While this has been going on, the three major 
television 
networks and their company owned 
stations have been struck by union newscasters 
and other employes described 
by NBC’s Chet 
Huntley 
as 
including “jugglers and 
acro­ 
bats.” 
Because of picket lines, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk refused to appear on a Meet the 
Press program. 
Rusk’s decision to stay at home is a sample 
of the Johnson administration's fawning devo­ 
tion to the nation’s labor 
unions — right or 
wrong. 
It also reflects sadly on the administration’s 
eagerness to keep the people informed. 
Strike enough newspapers, television and ra­ 
dio stations, establish enough picket lines and 
the administration by an extension of Rusk’s 
reluctance would keep the American public in 
the dark until the strikes were officially settled 
— a process that has been known to take years 
not days, weeks or months. 
Rusk has established a bad precedent. 
He probably 
didn’t have much to say. He 
usually 
doesn’t but it is a sad thing to see a 
member of the President’s 
cabinet muffled 
by a labor union. 
“ Meet the P ress” 
normally provides more 
entertainment and forensic fencing than news.

COULD HELP EQUALIZE ASSESSMENTS 
Illinois and at least one other state have laws 
that help materially in equalizing assessm ents. 
In those states, the names and assessm ents of 
each taxpayer are published before the Board 
of Equalization meets. 
The result is that if two properties in the same 
neighborhood are not assessed at what the public 
believes is a fair figure for each, the Board 
hears about it and adjustments are made so that 
all taxpayers pay their proportionate part. 
Few people object to paying their fair share. 
What most of us do object to is paying more than 
our share because of a valuation that may be 
too high compared to that of some other property. 
No assessor has the time or the information 
that will enable him to arrive at an exact, 
equal assessm ent for every one of the several 
thousand property owners in any county.

"You don't choke and win 
this tournament,” said Jones, 
the immortal Grand Slammer 
who founded this tournament 
and designed the Augusta Na­ 
tional course. 
He was right. Brewer didn't 
choke. Dubbed "the man who 
will never come back," he had 
lived for a year with the night­ 
mare of a hanging putt that 
never fell. 
He wiped out that dreadful 
memory Sunday in a sweeping 
charge over the lush green 
acres of Augusta National, com­ 
ing from two strokes back, 
climbing over three men and 
winning the 31st Masters with a 
brilliant, five-under par 67 for 
280. 
"I may be the happiest man 
in history to win the M asters," 
the graying, 35-year-old tour 
regular said after he had broken 
the seven-year stranglehold of 
the Big Three — JackNicklaus, 
Arnold Palm er and Gary Player 
— on the prestigious event. 
Nicklaus, three-time champi­ 
on and winner of two in a row, 
failed to make the cut for the 
last two rounds. Palmer, a four­ 
time champion, finished with a 
69 for 285 and fourth place. 
Player, the little South African 
who won in 1961, finished with 
71 for 287 and a share of sixth. 
“ The M asters is really some­ 
thing special for me,” the six- 
foot, hard-hitting Brewer said, 
"especially after last year. I 
really wanted to win this one. I 
wanted to prove to myself that I 
had it in me to do it." 
Brewer, who had never before 
won a major tournament, came 
within a fraction of an inch of it 
in the 1966 M asters. He went to 
the 18th tee with a one-stroke 


lead and was on the green in 
two.

Clearly, there are 
many 
acres of public service in which 
business could exercise 
con­ 
structive 
leadership by apply­ 
ing 
its 
ideas 
and 
actions 
in competition with 
govern­ 
ment. In determining where it 
could compete most effectively 
and contribute most significant­ 
ly, I would like to suggest three 
factors that seem to me worthy 
of reflective consideration. 
The first is concentration. In­ 
dividual 
businesses would be 
well • advised to focus on one 
or two problems to which they 
could bring special expertise, 
rather 
than to spread them­ 
selves so thin that the impact 
would be negligible. 
This concentrated approach 
is now being used successful­ 
ly by U. S. Gypsum Company 
in a novel assault on the prob­ 
lem 
of slum dwellings. One of 
the nation's 
largest makers 
of building materials, the com­ 
pany 
had 
long 
nurtured a 
theory 
that dilapidated homes 
could 
quickly be made livable 
without 
the necessity of re­ 
locating families in other neigh­ 
borhoods. Not long ago, it de­ 
cided to put this theory to the 
test. It took over 
a block of 
Harlem slums and launched the 
first urban renewal project ever 
attempted solely by a private 
corporation. Six tenements are 
being renovated from top to bot­ 
tom — new floors, new walls, 
new 
bathrooms and kitchens. 
The cost per unit amounts to 
about 
$9,000, less than 
half 
the unit cost for new public 
housing. Precise records are 
being kept on the time spent 
and the cost involved in each 
step. 


Why is the company moving 
ahead on its own this way? Part­ 
ly, of course, 
to encourage 
dther private investors to un. 
derbtke slum projects. Bin be­ 
yond these < considerations, it is 
because an enterprising man­ 
agement fed s the experiment 
could conceivably open up a vast 
market that might eventually 
become as important to the na­ 
tional economy as 
new con­ 
struction is today. 


The 
special problem 
that 
spurred West Virginia 
Pulp 
and Paper Company to ideas and 
action 
was stream improve­ 
ment. Like UJS. Gypsum, it had 
analyzed the issue thoroughly. 
Its own experts and consulting 
engineers made pioneering stu­ 
dies to 
determine 
the best 
means 
of providing treatment 
for the complex wastes 
from 
paper 
manufacturing 
pro­ 
cesses. 
On the basis of these 
studies, the company invested 
$4 
million to install 
in Vir­ 
ginia 
an advanced biological 
process for treating industrial 
wastes. The company then en­ 
tered into contracts to guaran­ 
tee bond interest, amortization 
and operating expenses for a 
$4V2 million plant built 
in 
Maryland 
by a State Com nis- 
sion, and $1 million for enlarg­ 
ing an existing municipal plant 
in Pennsylvania. Not only are 
the 
plants 
in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania cleaning up in­ 
dustrial wastes, but they 
are 
treating domestic sewage from 
nearby municipalities as well. 
Thus these communities benefit 
doubly from 
the paper com­ 
pany's 
venture 
in 
social 
responsibility.

COULD HELP EQUALIZE ASSESSMENTS 
Illinois and at least one other state have laws 
that help materially in equalizing assessments. 
In those states, the names and assessments of 
each taxpayer are published before the Bourd 
of Equalization meets. 
The result is that if two properties in the same 
neighborhood are not assessed at what the public 
believes is a fair figure for each, the Board 
hears about it and adjustments are made so that 
all taxpayers pay their proportionate part. 
Few people object to paying their fair share. 
What most of us do object to is paying more than 
our share because of a valuation that may be 
too high compared to that of some other property. 
No assessor has the time or the information 
that will enable him to arrive at an exact, 
equal assessment for every one of the several 
thousand property owners in any county. 
The people who live in the immediate area of 
a piece of property do have that knowledge. 
By giving the 
assessment valuations to the 
public, the people will be able to help make 
fair adjustments. The assessor, the members 
of the 
Board of Equalization, the county and 
school districts, the cities, would all 
benefit 
from enactment of a Missouri law similar to that 
of Illinois and others.

WASHINGTON - Speculation 
has been rife in the diplomatic 
corps as to whether the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee rebuff of President Johnson 
regarding an advance endorse­ 
ment of foreign aid for Latin 
America will pull the rug out 
from under LBJ at the con­ 
ference as it opens Wednes­ 
day. Here are some backstage 
events which 
the diplomats 
may not know; 
It's already known that the 
President, in 
a 
special ef­ 
fort to consult with congress, 
had summoned 40 senators and 
representatives to a private 
session at the White House last 
month. 
At this meeting, the President 
laid it firmly on the line that 
he didn't have to have an ad­ 
vance resolution of support, but 
he went from member to mem­ 
ber asking each lf this was what 
they wanted. Not one expressed 
opposition. 
Sen. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark., chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, however, 
did not attend. 
Having decided 
that there 
should be a Joint congressional 
resolution approving the Presi­ 
dent’s goal prior to the summit 
meeting, 
the President then 
asked that it be passed before 
Easter. However, 
both Ful­ 
bright and Sen. Albert Gore, 
D-Tenn., dragged their feet. 
At one dosed • door meeting 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Sen. wayne Morse, 
Dors*, chairman cf the Latin 
American subcommittee, 
re­ 
minded 
Fulbright that there 
should be action on the resolu­ 
tion. 
"This is pressure,” growled 
Gore of Tennessee. 
’’How Is it pressure?” asked 
Morse, 
"You know 
how,” 
replied 
Gore. He added that the Senate 
was supposed to ratify the space 
treaty, and he resented White 
House pressure to get action en 
the summit conference resolu­ 
tion. 
SPACE FILIBUSTER 
Morse, not considered a great 
champion of LBJ, then moved to 
proceed with the Pa i American 


resolution. Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, then moved that 
the 
committee act on the space 
treaty 
first. The vote was IO 
to 5 against Church and for 
Morse. 
Gore then moved another mo­ 
tion to support the chairman. 
Finally Sen. Cliff Case. R*NJ., 
suggested a gentlemen's agree­ 
ment whereby there was one day 
of hearings on the space treaty, 
then consideration of the sum­ 
mit resolution. 
At the space treaty hearing, 
Sen. Ernest Gruenlng, D-Alas- 
ka, 
was the chief witness. 
Gruenlng is against the space 
treaty but is a strong advocate 
of better 
understanding be­ 
tween Pan American nations. It 
became obvious that he was 
being used to filubuster against 
the Pan American resolution. 
Finally, toward the end of the 
day. Morse remonstrated: "We 
can’t let Latin Americans down. 
This 
resolution is no Tonkin 
Bay resolution. It doesn’t bind 
us to anything, except we say 
to Latin Americans that if you 
go ahead and help yourselves 
with land reform, agriculture, 
highways, tax reform, we will 
then support you. The resolution 
even Includes the wording ’ac­ 
cordance 
with constitutional 
processes'.” 
By this time only Jonn Sher­ 
man Cooper of Kentucky and 
Chairman Fulbright remained* 
It was too late to pees the res­ 
olution before Easter. 
SLAPPING THE PRESIDENT 
At a subsequent post-Easter 
session, Morse found himself 
with most of the President’s 
defenders absent. He moved a 
postponement. 
’’Is the senator from Oregon 
trying 
to get this postponed 
so he can get more pressure 
from the White HOU?-?” asked 
Chairman Fulbright sarcasti­ 
cally. 
“Wliat are you going to do?” 
continued Morse. ’’Slap 
the 
President in the face? It’s un­ 
thinkable to senu him to Punta 
Del Fate without 
a resolution 
of support. 
“I think it’s bad taste, it’s 
discourteous, it’s improper to 
send

Gay Brewer. “ That's why 
happy you won it — you* 
great golfei • 
“ I'm 
choking 
up,” 
said 
Brewer. 
“ You don't choke and win 
this tournament," said Jones, 
the immortal Grand Slammer 
who founded this tournament 
and designed the Augusta Na­ 
tional course. 
He was right. Brew er didn't 
choke. Dubbed “ the man who 
will never come back," he had 
lived for a year with the night­ 
mare of a hanging putt that 
never fell. 
He wiped out that dreadful 
memory Sunday in a sweeping 
charge over the lush green 
acres of Augusta National, com­ 
ing from two strokes back, 
climbing over three men and 
winning the 31st Masters with a 
brilliant, five-under par 67 for 
280. 
“ I may be the happiest man 
in history to win the M asters," 
the graying, 35-year-old tour 
regular said after he had broken 
the seven-year stranglehold of 
tile Big Three — JackNlckiaus, 
Arnold Palm er andGary Player 
— on the prestigious event. 
Nicklaus, three-time champi­ 
on and winner of two in a row, 
failed to make the cut for the 
last two rounds. Pal m er, a four­ 
time champion, finished with a 
69 for 285 and fourth place. 
Player, the little South African 
who won in 1961, finished with 
71 for 287 anda share of sixth. 
“ The Masters is really some­ 
thing special for m e," the six- 
foot, hard-hitting Brew er said, 
“ especially after last year. I 
really wanted to win this one. I 
wanted to prove to myself that I 
had it in me to do it ." 
Brew er, who had never before 
won a major tournament, came 
within a fraction of an inch of it 
in the 1966 M asters. He went to 
the 18th tee with a one-stroke 


lead and was on the green in 
two. 
Needing only a par to win, he 
three-putted from 40 feet, leav­ 
ing a five-foot par putt — the 
one that would have won it — 
hanging on the lip of the cup. 
Nicklaus and Tommy Jacobs 
tied him and when it went to a 
playoff Brewer finished third 
with a dismal 78. 
“ H e'll never come back,” 
most observers said. 
“ 1 don't remember things like 
that," said Brew er. But history 
indicated otherwise. He didn't 
win another tournament that 
year, lait finished second three 
tim es, twice losing in playoffs. 
He 
was second two more 
times this year, third once and 
finally broke through a week 
ago in the Pensacola open with 
a startling 262. 
He had every opportunity to 
choke Sunday. He started off 
two strokes back of the leaders, 
Bobby Nichols, Julius Boros and 
Bert Yancey, and was paired 
with Nichols while Yancey and 
Boros were together. 
Nichols finished with 70 and 
281, one stroke back in second 
place. Y'ancey, the 28-year-old 
form er West Pointer, had a 
dosing 73 for 284 and t h i r d . 
Palm er was fourth and Boros 
fifth with a 75 for 286. Player 
and Paul Harney shared sixth 
at 287. 
Palm er never really got his 
charge going. 
He birdied the lith and 13 to 
go two under. “ But I missed a 
12-loot eagle putt on 15 and a 
seven foot birdie on 16. lf I'd 
had those, I'd have been five 
under and they might have been 
looking over their shoulders."

Vice President Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey flew from Paris to Brus­ 
sels today on the final visit of 
Ills European tour and what was 
expected to be a relaxed week­ 
end of conferences 
and cere­ 
mony. 
But as he lunched with King 
Baudouln and later conferred 
with Foreign Minister Pierre 
Harmelp 
antiwar demonstra­ 
tions erupted downtown. They 
were less violent than the egg- 
throwing, flag - burning demon­ 
strations in Paris. 
Pro-Chinese Communists pa­ 
raded briefly chanting “ U.S. 
murderers” 
but 
were dis­ 
persed by police. In another 
part of the city, the Union for 
the Defense of Peace paraded 
with posters reading: “ Lyndon 
Johnson— murderer,” “ Humph­ 
rey go home” and “ Humphrey, 
stop the bombing.” All were ref­ 
erences to the war in Vietnam. 
Six persons were seized by 
police on the ground they sought 
to turn an authorized trade un­ 


ion meeting on wages and pen­ 
sions into an anti - U.S. demon­ 
stration. 
Earlier three men with cans 
of powdered paint were taken 
into custody by police and or­ 
dered 
held until Humphrey’s 
departure. 
Prem ier Paul Van Den Boey- 
nants greeted Humphrey and 
his wife at 
Melsbroeck Air 
Force Base, saying, “ You just 
arrived as friends, and among 
them, you are welcomed.” 
“ We welcome and value the 
efforts 
which you and your 
country and the people of Eu­ 
rope are making to build a new 
and vital community within Eu­ 
rope,” Humphrey said. “ In no 
way do we regard a strong, 
uniting Europe as being in con­ 
flict with our own interests or 
with the interests of peace.” 
Few issues are pending be­ 
tween the 
United States and 
Belgium. More problems may 
lie raised in the vice president’s 
talk with Walter Hall stein, pres- 
ident of the European_Coirimori 


Market Executive, than in his 
meeting with Belgian Foreign 
Minister Pierre Harmel. 
Humphrey had been sched­ 
uled to stay 24 hours in Brussels 
l>ut Belgian officials said he 
added a day to his visit for a 
rest. 
As Humphrey left Orly A ir­ 
field in Paris, about 250 youths 
waved lianners, scattered leaf­ 
lets and shouted for peace in 
Vietnam in a renewal of anti- 
American 
demonstrations 
called by the French Commu­ 
nist party. 
Police confined the youths to 
a parking lot and rooftop ter­ 
races several hundred yards 
from the vice president. 
Shouts of “ Johnson free Viet­ 
nam I” and “ U.S. murderers!” 
came from the mob. 
Ln a prepared statement be­ 
fore leaving Paris, Humphrey 
thanked President Charles de 
Gaulle and other French offi­ 
cials “ for the frank and fruitful 
discussions in which I partici­ 
pated.” 


“ We leave Paris impressed 
with the strength and well-being 
of the French nation, and with a 
deep feeling that our common 
heritage and values will bind us 
together now and in the future,” 
Humphrey said.

vice president returns 
home 
Monday after a 15-day 
tour of European capitals dur­ 
ing which lie was the target of 
hecklers in Britain, Italy 
and 
Germany, as well as France. 
Cm Humphrey’s schedule to­ 
day was luncheon with King 
Baudouln 
at Laeken Palace, 
followed by talks witli Harmel 
and other officials and a recep­ 
tion in the Senate building. 
A Belgian government source 
said Humphrey’s visit was an 
American initiative and “ it will 
thus be up to us to listen to wliat 
the vice president came to tell 
us.”

Public Responsibility In 


A Free Economy 


Clearly, there are 
many 
acres of public service in which 
business could exercise con­ 
structive leadership by apply­ 
ing 
its 
ideas and 
actions 
in competition with 
govern­ 
ment. In determining where it 
could compete most effectively 
and contribute most significant­ 
ly, I would like to suggest three 
factors that seem to me worthy 
of reflective consideration. 
The first is concentration. In­ 
dividual 
businesses would be 
well - advised to focus on one 
or two problems to which they 
could bring special expertise, 
rather 
than to spread them­ 
selves so thin that the impact 
would be negligible. 
This concentrated approach 
is now being used successful­ 
ly by U. S. Gypsum Company 
in a novel assault on the prob­ 
lem of slum dwellings. One of 
the nation’s 
largest makers 
of building materials, the com­ 
pany had 
long nurtured a. 
theory 
that dilapidated homes 
could quickly be made livable 
without 
the necessity of re­ 
locating families in other neigh­ 
borhoods. Not long ago, it de­ 
cided to put this theory to the 
test. It took over a block of 
Harlem slums and launched the 
first urban renewal project ever 
attempted solely by a private 
corporation. Six tenements are 
being renovated from top to bot­ 
tom - new floors, new walls, 
new 
bathrooms and kitchens. 
The cost per unit amounts to 
about 
$9,000, less than 
half 
the unit cost for new public 
housing. Precise records are 
being kept on the time spent 
and the cost involved in each 
step. 
Why is the company moving 
ahead on its own this way? Part­ 
ly, of course, to encourage 
ether private investors to un. 
der*ake slum projects. Hut be­ 
yond these considerations, it is 
because an enterprising man­ 
agement feds the experiment 
could conceivably open up a vast 
market that might eventually 
become as Important to the na­ 
tional economy as 
new con­ 
struction is today. 


The special problem 
that 
spurred West Virginia 
Pulp 
and Paper Company to ideas and 
action was stream improve­ 
ment. Like U.S. Gypsum, it had 
analyzed the issue thoroughly. 
Its own experts and consulting 
engineers made pioneering stu­ 
dies to determine the best 
means of providing treatment 
for the complex wastes from 
paper 
manufacturing 
pro­ 
cesses. 
On the basis of these 
studies, the company Invested 
$4 
million to install 
in Vir­ 
ginia 
an advanced biological 
process for treating industrial 
wastes. The company then en­ 
tered into contracts to guaran­ 
tee bond interest, amortization 
and operating expenses for a 
$4Va million plant built 
in 
Maryland by a State Com mis­ 
sion, and $1 million for enlarg­ 
ing an existing municipal plant 
in Pennsylvania. Not only are 
the 
plants 
in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania cleaning up in­ 
dustrial wastes, but they are 
treating domestic sewage from 
nearby municipalities as well. 
Thus these communities benefit 
doubly from the paper com­ 
pany’s 
venture 
in 
social 
responsibility.
